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TO THE PUBLIC. 


The Whitman National Forest is located principally 
in the Blue Mountain region of northeastern. Oregon, 
and lies mostly in Grant, Baker, and Union counties., 
In this Forest are the sources of the Main, Middle, 
and North forks of John Day River, and the sources 
of Burnt, Powder, and Grande Ronde rivers. This 
section of the Blue Mountains is a productive min- 

eral region. The supervisor’s headquarters are at 
Sumpter. 
- The elevation varies from 3,800 to 9,097 feet, the 
highest point being Rock Creek Butte of the Elkhorn 


. Range, a spur of the main Blue Mountains. 


Three modern sawmills are now manufacturing 


National Forest timber and shipping to eastern 
points over the Sumpter Valley Railway to Baker, 
and thence by the main line of the Oregon- Washing- 
ton Railroad & Navigation Co. Nearly all parts 
of the Forest are accessible by wagon roads or trails. 
Numerous telephone lines constructed by the Forest 
Service as a part of the fire protection system furnish 
easy communication for official business. In cases of 
sickness, accident, or other emergency, the public 
may use them. These telephone lines also reach 
many of the best hunting, fishing, 4nd mining sec- 
tions. If you are going on a trip into the woods, 
leave your name and destination with the nearest 
Forest officer. In case of trouble your relatives or 
friends can then reach you through the Forest Service. 

The greater portion of the Forest affords excellent 
summer range which is now being grazed under per- 
mit by 8,550 cattle and horses and 120,000 sheep. 
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Special protection is given to areas from which the 
cities of Baker, La Grande, Sumpter, Granite, and 
Greenhorn receive their domestic water supply. : 

In case of fire call up the nearest For- 
est ranger, or the Forest supervisor, at 
his expense. 

Many fires are started through some one leaving 
his camp fire burning when he thought it would do 
no damage. The United States Government is striy- 
ing by every possible means to reduce this loss and 
to save the timber from destruction. 

Remember that a fire is never safe until it is 
completely extinguished. 

Do not pollute the ‘streams or leave 
your camping ground in a filthy con- 
dition; some other person. may want to camp at 
that place. Please read all the notices which are 
posted at all camping places; they tell you of the 


laws and regulations under which the use of the 


National Forests is permitted. 

Do not build camp fires near down logs 
or trees. 

You are privileged to use the camping places, wel- 
come to all the wood you can use for camp fires, and 
to fish the streams in the mountains in accordance 
with the game laws of Oregon. 

Do not build a large fire for a small 
purpose. 

The Forest officers know all the roads and trails 
and camping places. They can give you information 
that will help to make your trip through the For- 
est more pleasant. 


Signs are posted at intervals along the trails by 


































































the Forest rangers to inform you of the distance 
and direction to ranger stations, camping places, 
and settlements. 

Assist in protecting the Forest from fire 


by observing instructions on fire posters 


along the trails and add to the conven- 


jence of other travelers by not mutilating ‘ 


trail or fire notices. 






















































































SIX RULES FOR PREVENTION OF 
FIRES IN THE MOUNTAINS. 


14. MATCHES.—Be sure your mateh is 
out. Break it in two before you throw 
it away. 

2. TOBACCO.—Throw pipe ashes and 
‘cigar or cigarette stumps in the dust of 
the road and stamp or pinch out the fire 
before leaving them. Don’t throw them 
into brush, leaves, or needles. 

3. MAKING CAMP. — Build a small 
camp fire. Build it in the open, not 
against a tree or log or near brush. 
Serape away the trash from all around 
it. 

4, LEAVING CAMP.— Never leave a 


~ eamp fire, even for a short time, without 


quenching it with water and earth. 

5. BONFIRES. — Never build bonfires 
in windy weather or where there is the 
slightest danger of their escaping from 


control. Don’t make them larger than ° 


you need. 


6. FIGHTING FIRES.—If you find a” 


fire, try to put it out. If you can’t, get 
word of it to the nearest U.S. forest 
ranger or State fire warden at once. 
Keep in touch with the rangers. 
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
